Continuation of 3. NOTE: the removal of matrix from the claim creates a new Issue of lack of antecedent basis for this term where lines 4- 
5, as well as later in the claim, refer to "said non-conductive matrix". Matrix now is not only still a new matter issue, but a new issue 
creating a case of lack of antecedent basis in the claim also exists. It is also noted that many of the underlined additions are no longer 
new language to the claim. It is also noted that the indentlfiers for claims 27 and 28 are incorrect in that they were previously presented 
with respect to the proposed after final amendment. 
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
